Bishop 
Gumbleton  discussed  "Faith  and  Social  Justice:  The 
War  in  Iraq."  Bishop  Gumbleton  gave  listeners  an 
inside  view  into  the  horribific  effects  war  has  on  the 
foreign  countries  we  are  fighting  against. 
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The  tenth  of  February  came  and  it 
was  time  to  honor  students  for  service  to  the 
college  and  service  to  the  community  through 
the  annual  Founder's  Day  Convocation.  This 
year,  the  two  awards  were  given  to  cousins, 
Lindsay  Young  and  Sarah  Kiefer.  Both  Lindsay 
and  Sarah  serve  on  the  Spiritual  Life  Council 
and  are  actively  involved  with  numerous  on 
and  off  campus  organizations.

Communications 

Department  originally  was  just  the  speech  department  in  the  1950's.  To 
date  it  has  grown  a  great  deal.  This  department  is  one  of  the  bigger 
departments  within  the  college.  There  are  five  full  time  faculty  members 
and  numerous  adjunct  professors. 

This  Department  is  dedicated  to  preparing  its  students  for  the 
successful  understanding  and  use  of  human  communication.  Human 
communication  involves  people  sharing  information  and  feelings 
through  the  processes  of  listening  and  exchanging  of  verbal  and 
nonverbal  messages;  in  interpersonal  Group,  mass  communication, 
performance,  and  intercultural  contexts;  and  in  the  assessment  and 
remediation  of  communicative  disorders. 

The  Communications  Department  offers  a  variety  for 
students.  It  features  many  distinct  areas.  Some  focuses  within 
this  department  are  Communications  Studies,  Speech  Language 
Pathology,  and  Theatre.  These  areas  really  teach  the  student  how 
to  communicate  effectively.  The  Communications  Department 
is  very  unique  because  there  are  many  classes  that  prepare  a 
^  student  for  the  "outside  world".  For  example  one  class  offered 
^  in  this  department  is  titled  "Principles  of 

Interviewing".  This  class  teaches  the  student   

^  various  aspects  of  the  interviewing  process. 

Another  class  titled  "Public  Speaking"  helps 
^  a  student  overcome  the  fear  of  speaking 
in  front  of  an  audience.  Not  only  does  this 
epartment  offers  great  classes  but  also  there 
are  clubs/societies  that  can  be  of  great  interest. 
This  department  has  the  Communication 
Honor  Society  (LAM  BDA  PHI  ETA),  which 
is  headed  by  Detra  Sullivan  Morgan.  Also 
within  this  department  the  Theatre  Section  has 
THETA  AL  PHA  PHI.  And  the  Speech  Language 
Department  has  NSSHLA,  which  is  called 
National  Student  Speech  Hearing  Language 
Association.

Biology  Department 

is  a  large  department.  There  are  six  full  time  faculty 

members  and  3  adjunct  faculty  members.  There  is  anywhere  from  75  to  120  Biology 
majors  at  any  one  time.  The  Biology  Department  offers  two  Honor  Societies,  which 
are  Beta  Beta  Beta  and  Alpha  Epsilon  Delta.  Beta  Beta  Beta  is  for  Biology  majors. 
On  the  other  hand  Alpha  Epsilon  Delta  is  the  pre-medical  honor  society  (mostly 
biology,  but  a  few  chemistry,  etc.  students,  too. 

The  Department  of  Biology  is  dedicated  to  preparing  its  students  for 
meaningful  careers  in  a  rapidly  changing,  challenging  field.  The  faculty  members 
recognize  that  each  student  brings  to  the  major  a  distinctive  combination  of 
aptitudes  and  interests,  and  they  are  committed  to  guiding  each  student  in 
developing  to  his  or  her  highest  potential.  Students  are  encouraged  to  express 
natural  scientific  curiosity  and  to  develop 
confidence  and  self-esteem  through 
acquiring  an  ability  to  think  about  and  do 
science.  The  faculty  strives  to  encourage  life- 
long learning  by  example  of  continued 
scholarship  and  enthusiasm  for  teaching 
and  learning  about  biology.  Students  decide 
to  take  classes  offered  in  this  area  for  a 
variety  of  reasons.  Some  choose  this  area 
as  a  means  to  meet  a  General  Education 
course,  while  others  choose  because  they 
want  to  pursue  a  career  related  to  the  field. 
The  Biology  department  helps  a  student 
learn  the  basics  of  biology  and  understanding 
the  general  concept.  This  work  can  be  done 
through  laboratory  study  in  one  of  the  science 
labs  or  with  a  lecture  in  the  classroom  with  the 
professor.  The  Department  of  Biology  strives 
at  excellence  and  is  a  great  department  within 
Elmhurst  College.
